OVER  HERE  IN  PREPARATION  FOR 
"OVER  THERE" 

We  quote  exerpts  from  this 
letter  folloTwing  as  it  is  repre- 
sentative of  many    received  from 
former  employees :

July  7,  1942. 

Dear  Mr.  

There  is  no  guarantee  that 
•fie  shall  be  stationed  in  Boston 
for  any  extended  period  — - 

—  Time  at  Camp  Upton,  the  Re- 


ception Centre,  dragged,  until  I 
discovered  that  I  "was  being  ship- 
ped to  Camp  Lee, Virginia.  There, 
time  was  sometimes  too  little  for 
we  were  busy  constantly. 

The  training  period  was  ex- 
tensive and  intensive.  A  variety 
of  subjects  was  thrown  at  us  from 
right  and  leftj  Anatomy  and  Phys- 
iology, Materia  Medica,  Military 
Discipline  and  Courtesy, Close  Or- 
der Drill,  Marches  with  full  and 
stripped  packs.  Litter  Drill, Med- 
ical Aid, Chemical  Warfare, etc. etc. 
What's  more,  the  maintainance  of 
one's  person  and  one's  uniform  is 
no  minor  detail; and  a  little  per- 
sonal freedom  from  it  all  was  oc- 
casionally sought  by  the  soldiers 
too. 

Those  assigned  to  the  Medi- 
cal Corps  are  styled  as  Medical 
Soldiers,  and  some  are  classed  as 
non-combatants .However  as  Medical 
Soldiers  we  are  prepared  at  any 
time  to  be  sent  to  stations  soaooe 
fifty  yards  behind  the  -^ront  line 
-unamedl  I  l-and  ready  to  and  the 
wounded  men's  needs.  According  to 
the  rules  of  the  Geneva  Conven- 
tion, Medical  Soldiers  are  not 
armed,  carry  Red  Cron  brassards 
on  their  left  arm,  and  should  not 
be  fired  uponlll???  We  frequently 
discuss  that  phase,  and  say  jocu- 
larly that  if  we  encounter  any 
of  the  enemy  we  shall  promptly 
bombard  them  with  bandages  I 

 Until  then  I  live  for 

the  all  too  few  precious  moments 
•when  I  can  go  home  and  see  my 
wife  and  my  people.  A  three  day 
pass  would  be  marvelous.  But  I 
have  my  doubts  whether  such  mir- 
acles will  be  granted. 

 I  am  very    proud  to  be 

one  of  the  members  of  our  army. It 
is  the  best  fed,  clad,  and  housed 
and  has  the  highest  morale  of  any 
army  in  the  world.
